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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is being written pursuant to the Decision of Board of Appeal on 
4/21/2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 and 13-28 are allowed. Claims 1 and 19 are independent, 
claims 2-4 and 13-18 are dependencies of claim 1 and claims 20-28 are 
dependencies of claim 26. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 1-4 and 13-28 
3. The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious a method 
and a system for managing an electronic commerce shopping cart relating to 
communication between a shopper and a server over a communication network, 
comprising, inter alia, determining by the server whether a shopping command 
of the shopper has changed an attribute of a primary item in the shopping cart: 
after the server has determined that the shopping command has changed the 
attribute of the primary item in the shopping cart, identifying by the server a 
secondary item in the shopping cart linked to the phmary item: and changing by 
the server a corresponding attribute of the secondary item in response to the 
change in the attribute of the primary item ( see independent claims 1 & 19). 



The claimed subject matter is supported by the disclosure (see applicant's 
"summary of invention " on pages 2-3 of the Appeal Brief filed on 6/13/2005. 
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4. Discussion of nnost relevant prior art: 

Henson's reference (US Patent 6,167,383) has been identified as most 
relevant prior art to the claimed invention(s). Henson discloses an online method 
and system for enabling custom configuration of computer and accessories by 
using a configurator wherein the user could add or delete items/options in a 
shopping cart specific to a selected chassis (see at least coL1, lines 18-66, Fig.1, 
col. 9, lines 26-60 and col. 10, lines 7-16) but can switch to another chassis, that is 
another primary item, only after exiting from the configurator and restarting again 
from the welcome page by choosing another chassis which will again enable the 
user a custom configuration by adding or deleting options/items via the 
configurator. Henson does not disclose that when a user switches to a different 
chassis, a server changes the attributes of a secondary item in the shopping cart 
as required by the applicant's invention. 

The arguments by the applicant (see pages 2-7, Supplemental Appeal 
Brief filed on 11/14/2005) and the Decision by Board of Appeals (see pages 3-4) 
that the reference Henson neither anticipates nor renders obvious the applicant's 
invention as underlined above.
